I want to take this opiMrtunity to com- 
mend the patrons of the Shoshone 
School District for their tremendous 
financial support of the schools in the 
district.

However, the 
amount we could raise for the building 
with our market value was not sufficient 
to complete the project. We had to bor- 
row money to complete tiie gymnasium. 
Through It all, our patrons have opened 
their pocketbMks and supplied the nec- 
essary financial supiMrt. 

It is high time that the good people of 
Shoshone receive a much-deserved 
"thank you” for a job well done.
